WASHINGTON (U PI) - Chair­ 
man John 
L. McClellan of the 
Senate investigations subcommit­ 
tee suggested today that Congress 
might consider making it illegal 
to sneak betting information from 
race tracks.

Bomb Seen in

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Red 
China could probably produce a 
nuclear bomb by 1964 — a serious 
threat to Russia as well as the 
free world, according to the chief 
U.S. test ban negotiator 
Arthur Dean, the chief U.S. rep­ 
resentative at the Geneva nuclear 
test ban talks, said Sunday the 
spread of such weapons to Red 
China and other countries was 
one of the main reasons for seek­ 
ing a test ban 
In a TV interview m ade before 
he returned to Geneva. Dean said 
Red China knew how to make a 
nuclear bomb and had an atomic 
reactor which could produce 
a 
small amount of atomic explo­ 
sive. 
“ So. . .they probably could pro­ 
duce a bomb in '62 or 63,” he 
said.He said “it might be a very 
expensive bomb or it might be a 
very dirty bomb ” 
He added that “after having pro­ 
duced the bomb, they have got 
to invent a vehicle for its delivery 
with accuracy. That’s much mora 
difficult.” 
Russia. Dean said, is not help­ 
ing Red China make a nuclear 
bomb, which is one of the causes 
of friction between the countries.

crisis 
to

On the subject of Berlin, Nas­

who sat behind a desk and 
faced his interviewers, said "w e 
look to the Berlin crises as the 
result of World W ar II” and add­ 
ed 
"neither 
threats or declara­ 
tions" will solve the problem. 
Nasser spoke of a letter he re­ 
ceived 
from 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
and said the Russian leader wrote 
about 
Germany.

expressed a desire for an end to 
tension in the A rab world.

Created 


Financial Gossip

NEW YORK (U P I> - The com­ 
puter now has created another 
new industry to parallel data pro­ 
cessing It's called “data retriev­ 
al'' and it’s an electronic library 
system that will spew out the in 
formation 
from 
hundreds 
o! 
books at the press of a few but 
tons.The Centra! Intelligence Agency 
In Washington, aeveral univer­ 
sities and a number of the com­ 
panies making computers and 
data processing machines are al 
ready up to their necks in data 
retrieval. 
Several 
commercial 
data retrieval centers have been 
set up in the big cities. 
According to M. Sachs and Sim 
Amir of Worldmark Press, who 
have set up one in New York, 
data retrieval soon could build up 
into a business running into hun 
dreds of millions of dollars a 
year. Practically every industrial 
and commercial company, every 
university, every research founda­ 
tion and thousands of government 
departments are potential custo­ 
mers. 
Some big companies, especially 
those in chemistry and other 
scientific fields already have set 
up their own data retrieval cen­ 
ters.Data retrieval won’t eliminate 
the research people — the ma­ 
chines can’t evaluate daia and 
they can only sort it in a me­ 
chanical way. But, according to 
Sachs, it takes most of the drudg­ 
ery out of searching for infor­ 
mation just as data processing 
takes the drudgery out of major 
accounting and calculation. 
“To give an extreme example.” 
Amir said, “at the press of but­ 
ton, W orldmark Press' data re­ 
trieval center could dig out of the 
memory cells of our computer 
everything that has ever been 
written about the world market 
and production of pomegranates. 
It might take researchists weeks 
to find this information in librar­ 
ies before they could start analyz­ 
ing it.” 
The need for a mechanical 
method systematically and com­ 
pactly storing scientific, indus­ 
trial and commercial information 
so it can be retrieved instantly 
in printed form, on film, mag­ 
netic tape or punch cards for 
sorting machines, will be apprec­ 
iated quickly in a few quarters. 
Technical writers in the west­ 
ern world grind out 60,000 to 150,­ 
000 books a year and around 1.3 
million magazine articles. 
M a n y companies, universities 
and 
government 
departm ents 
need digests of substantial por­ 
tions of the information published 
in these works — yet to search 
for this information themselves 
would entail spending m any mil­ 
lions of dollars.
